2. Request that you hold 15-minutes on Monday, July 9, to call your 

board member's office and send an email encouraging them to stand for 
equitable charter and funding in any revenue-raising effort, including 
any future parcel tax, and to engage in a transparent, public 
conversation around these efforts to unite the entire District in 
support of all students. 


Parcel Tax Resolution Background: 

On June 19, LAUSD Board Members McKenna and Schmerelson introduced a 
last-minute and surprise resolution titled Fulfilling Our Commitment to 
Raise Revenue for Increased School Funding, which called upon the 
District to submit a parcel tax measure for the November 2018 ballot to 
generate revenue against the District's forecasted budget deficit. As 
we will discuss on this afternoon's call, the introduction of a parcel 
tax resolution at this very late juncture, without months of planning, 
negotiations, community engagement is highly unusual. Because funding 
equity is foundational to the success of all public school students, 
this process has also left us without an opportunity to ensure equitable 
inclusion for the District's 100,000 charter students and families. We 
have a critical opportunity between now and next Tuesday to communicat 
this message to board members. 


I invite all of you to join our call at 4:30pm today to hear critical 
updates regarding the parcel tax measure and advocacy next steps for 
Monday.
